CREOLE: WHAT THE WORD MEANS 

The word "Creole"., so often heard in the West Indies, creates endless 
confusion, for it can be used to designate a language, a person, an entire 
society or even a style of cooking. When used for a person, it means some¬ 
one of European ancestry — a child of Spanish parents, for example — who 
is born in the New World, and his descendants. Creole tongues are actual 
languages, not merely dialects; French Creole, for example, uses a vocab¬ 
ulary which is basically French but has a non-French grammatical system 
that may be African in origin. Originally, masters taught slaves a kind of 
baby-talk version of their own language ("Me want you go there"). This 
simple tongue was of course inadequate; to talk to each other and their 
children, the slaves gradually expanded it with additional words, gave it 
structure and thus eventually created a full-fledged language. 


TWO MEANINGS OF “ALP” 

The term 'the Alps" is used of course, to denote the range of mountains 
which stretches across south-central Europe. The term has another local 
meaning, however. The Swiss and their German-speaking neighbors use it 
to denote the high Alpine meadows where cattle are pastured in the summer. 
(French-speaking Swiss call them 'alpages.')

HOW CHINA ACQUIRED ITS NAME 

Although the Chinese have always called their country "Chung-kuo", 
''the Middle Kingdom", it has been known to the West by a variety of names. 
In the north, medieval Europe thought, lay a country known as ''Cathay" or 
"Kitaia", after a people called the Khitan. In the south was "Sin" or "Chin", 
words derived from the name of the Ch'in Dynasty which united the Middle 
Kingdom in 221 B.C. In the 16th Century Portuguese traders in Southeast 
Asia began referring to the empire to the north as "China", and when Por¬ 
tuguese missionaries in Peking reported that "China" and "Cathay" were 
the same place, the term “Cathay' fell into disuse.

BOLIVAR’S FOREIGN LEGION 

Although Simon Bolivar's Wars of Independence were a stirring instance 
of the New World's asserting itself, his success in liberating Colombia and 
Venezuela owed much to the presence of troops from Europe. As was the 
case in the American Revolution, foreigners contributed both military know¬ 
how and world prestige to Bolivar's cause. In his army were Irishmen and 
Englishmen who had left home because of economic depression; German vet¬ 
erans of the Napoleonic Wars; Spaniards who opposed their King; and also 
French, Italian and Polish officers. Included were the nephews of Joseph 
Bonaparte, former King of Naples and Spain, and Tadeusz Kosciusko, the 
champion of Polish independence, as well as the son of Daniel O'Connell, 
"Liberator of Ireland''. All told more than 4,000 foreign soldiers joined 
Bolivar between 1817 and 1819. 


THE ADOPTION OF FAMILY NAMES 

Until the 20th Century most Turks had no last names. They followed the 
Moslem practice of using one name, given at birth, relying on a patronymic 
or a word indicating some special attribute for more precise identification. In 
1934 Ataturk's regime ordained that all Turks take family names. His as¬ 
sumed name Ataturk, means "Father Turk''. The Prime Minister, Ismet, 
chose Inonu, the name of the town where he had won a victory over Greek 
forces in 1921.

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WHY WHALES ARE VALUABLE 

The whaling fleets of Norway and other nations have declined in size 
over the past century, but the whale remains a much sought-after animal. 
Although whale oil has not been used for lighting or heating since the 1880's, 
it remains employed in the manufacture of such diverse products as soap, 
fertilizer, crayons, lipstick, polishes, detergent alcohol and dynamite. In add¬ 
ition, the whale pituitary supplies extracts for the production of artificial 
hormones, and the throat yields materials utilized in the treatment of thyroid 
conditions. Some substances, such as ambergris, a fatty secretion employed 
as a base for fine perfumes, are obtainable only from the whale.

THE DISPUTED ORIGIN OF “SLAV” 

The origin of the name of the Slavs, the tribal ancestors of so many of 
the Balkan peoples, and of the Poles and Russians as well, has been con¬ 
siderably disputed. The dispute, moreover, is a partial reflection of the ten¬ 
sions between peoples who have long permeated the area. The Slavs 
themselves offer a totally legendary explanation, tracing the origin of the 
name to "slava", the word for "glory" in the ancient Slavic language. Some 
philologists connect the word with the medieval Latin word "sclaveni" 
from which the English word "slave" is derived. Still another suggestion 
sometimes offered is that the word derives from a river or swampy area 
known as "Slava", or "Slova". The Slavic peoples did, in fact, originally 
come from the marshy regions of the upper Vistula valley area in what is 
today Poland. 


JAPANESE PROPER NAMES 

The Japanese have always listed proper names by putting the family 
name first, the given name second. The famous Minamoto brothers of the 
12th Century are thus recorded in history as Minamoto Yoritomo and Mina¬ 
moto Yoshitsune.
